COUNCIL ASKED TO 
DIVIDE BUILDING 



Women Protest Against Use 

of Headquarters Room 

of Girl Scouts. 



CLAIM COST IS ILLEGAL 



Growing protests again «t the 
restricted use of the Community 
building on the playground came 
to a climax Monday night, when 
a dozen women of the Borough, 
members of several organizations, 
attended the October meeting of 
Council. 

Headed by Mrs. Edwin C. 
Town, tiny flourished copies of 
State laws to show that Council 
had no right to use public tax 
money to run a building restricted 
in part to private use. 

The criticism was aimed almost 
in its entirety at the Narberth 
Girl Scouts, who were accused of 
various, things from selfishness to 
noisemaking. It was the alleged 
refusal of this body to share their 
room with other organizations 
which precipitated the protests. 

When presented to the borough 
two years ago, the Community 
Building was given for the per- 
petual use of the Girl Scouts, the: 
American Legion and the Com- 
munity Library. Each occupies a 
room 30 by 60 feet in size. 

Mrs. Town informed the coun- 
cilmen that, while they were per- 
mitted by law to pay for the up- 
keep of the Library's home, and to 
provide a place for the Legion, the 
third organization was not men- 
tioned in the playground law cov- 
ering the question. 

President of Council E. C. Gris- 
wold refused to answer the va- 
rious questions propounded by the 
women until the Borough Solici- 
tor had been asked for an opinion, 
but he opened the meeting to a 
general discussion of the problem. 

After Mrs. Town had asked the 
questions which implied that 
Council, was violating the Borough 
Code. Councilman Daniel Leitch 
was the first to venture a sugges- 
tion. 

"I believe," he said, "that every 
organization using the building 
should pay its proportionate share 
of the upkeep. People don't 
appreciate what they get free," he 
continued." "Remember the Y. M. 

C. A. When it was free it failed, 
when it closed its doors and 
people paid to use the building 
the property prospered."

The vexatious problem of house 
numbering on Montgomery ave- 
nue was solved this week by the 
Highway Committee of Borough 
Council, who reported the results 
of a recent survey and the assign- 
ment of an entirely new set of 
numbers. 

No longer will the members skip 
about erratically, with duplica- 
tions and long gaps. No longer 
will groceries for the owner of the 
house number 1!) be deposited on 
the rear porch of another home 
of the same number several blocks 
removed. 

The entire system from Haver- 
ford avenue to Wynnewood ave- 
nue has been scrapped and a new 
series, beginning with with (iOO 
and reaching H00 at Wynnewood 
avenue, has been ordered. The 
report of the committee, describ- 
ing the new system for Montgom- 
ery and Narberth avenues 
follows : 

"At the last meeting of Council, 
the necessity for renumbering 
the residences and properties on 
Montgomery avenue was referred 
to this committee. We got in 
touch with the township authori- 
ties as it was described that any 
system of numbers adopted by the 
borough for the south side of 
Montgomery avenue should con- 
form to whatever system the 
township might have in effect for 
the north side of the same street. 
As a result of conferences with the 
township authorities, such a sys- 
tem has been worked out and your 
committee recommends that it be 
authorized to notify the borough 
residents on Montgomery avenue 
that, effective November 1, l!)2i.

The Delaware and 
Montgomery Counties Council is 
one of the member agencies. 

According to figures just issued 
by the Federation, the entire ad- 
ministration expenses amounted to 
a fraction less than 5 per cent, of 
the total amount subscribed by the 
public of metropolitan Philadelphia 
in the last campaign. Before the 
Federation was organized the over- 
head cost of raising money alone 
ranged from 6 to 20 per cent. The 
same conditions prevail now in 
communities where there are no 
federations. The low percentage of 
overhead recorded in Philadelphia 
puts the Welfare Federation in the 
very forefront of similar record? 
made by the 304 cities throughout 
the country in which the Federation 
idea has been adopted. The record 
is the lowest made in any large 
city.

who confessed to the jobs. The 
man gave his name as Elmer C. Os- 
borne and his address as Lancas- 
ter, Pa. 

Osborne was picked up last 
Thursday when he attempted to dis- 
pose of jewelry stolen here to a 
city pawn broker. The police were 
tipped off by the dealer who became 
suspicious when he recognized 
some of the valuables offered him 
from descriptions broadcast by the 
Lower Merion officials. 

Lieutenant Mullin, of the town- 
ship police, was detailed to the 
case and obtained a complete con- 
fession from the prisoner in short 
order. Among the jobs which Os- 
borne admitted that he had com- 
mitted were burglaries of the homes 
of George H. Rasch, 290 Haver- 
ford avenue, Narberth ; Peter Stan- 
ley Barton, 1 24 Maple avenue, Bala ; 
Carl P. Berger, 308 Cymvyd road, 
Cymvyd; Laura W. Pomeroy, 115 
Maple avenue, Bala, and Mrs. 
Marie E. Monoghan, 362 Bala ave- 
nue, Cymvyd. 

At the Rasch home, clothing, 
jewelry and valuables to the amount 
of $4000 had been taken ; at Bar- 
ton's, $600; at Berger's, $2000; at 
Pomeroy 's, $200, and at Mrs. Mon- 
oghan 's, $40. The stolen articles 
were traced by the Lower Merion 
police and by the middle of the 
week practically all of them had 
been recovered and returned to their 
owners. 

Osborne, who was given a hear- 
ing in the Ardmore police station 
following his confession, was held 
for Court without bail. 

The Lower Merion and Narberth 
house breakers were the second of 
a series of robberies which Lieu- 
tenant Mullin was instrumental in 
clearing up during the past two 
weeks. In the first as well as the 
second his grilling of a suspect re- 
sulted in securing a confession 
which enabled the police to com- 
plete their case.

Will Protect Volunteers From Arrest 
At Fires. 
Volunteer firemen in Narberth 
will not be troubled any more with 
notices warning them not to park 
their cars near fires, and not to 
speed on their way to fires, as a 
result of the distribution this week 
of insignia which they will place 
on their cars. The insignia bears 
the words, "Lower Merion Volun- 
teer," and has in the center a fire- 
man's hat. Chief Charles V. 
N'oel handed out the discs. 

The police in the past have been 
unable to distinguish firemen from 
curious citizens, and have reported 
to headquarters license numbers of 
all cars spotted speeding to fires, 
or parking nearer the scene of 
conflagrations than the law allows. 
The new measure is a boon both 
to the police and to the volunteer 
firemen, who frequently miss their 
company's trucks, and speed to 
fires in their own automobiles. 

Each fire chief has received a 
consignment of the insignias and 
is distributing them to the volun- 
teers in his company, as they sign 
receipts, and list their license num- 
bers with him. The license num- 
bers will be placed on file with the 
police for check-up measures. 

Fire chiefs are also in receipt of 
maps showing the extent of their 
individual territories. These maps 
are furnished in order that house- 
holders in the vicinity of first-class 
houses may receive the lowest in- 
surance rate possible from the 
Suburban Board of Fire Under- 
writers.

to "The Sun's Children," a graceful 
little tit-bit. replete in poetic instinct;

"Despair," which is finely done: sad, 
but not plaintive; strongly written, 
but with a feminine grace. 

"If I could Remember" is rather 
tantalizing because of its promise. 
With a little touching up, it would 
make a lyric fit for setting to music. 
It lacks perfection, but there is real 
poetry in it. "The Opal Ring" is 
nicely polished, and is one of the best 
things in the book, as befits its posi- 
tion in the vanguard of the poetic host 
of titles.

far as Meeting House lane ; begin- 
ning at the westerly corner of 
Meeting House lane with the 
number 700, even numbers shall 
be applied in numerical sequence 
to every 25 feet of frontage as far 
as Woodbine avenue; beginning 
at the westerly corner of Wood- 
bine avenue with the number 800, 
even numbers shall be applied to 
every 25 feet of frontage as far as 
Price avenue; beginning at the 
westerly corner of Price avenue 
with the number 900, even num- 
bers shall be applied to every 25 
feet of frontage as far as Sabine 
avenue ; beginning at the westerly 
corner of Sabine avenue with the 
number 1000, even numbers shall 
be applied to every 25 feet of 
frontage as far as Stepney place; 
beginning at the westerly corner 
of Stepney place with the number 
1100, even numbers shall be ap- 
plied to every 25 feet of frontage 
as far as Essex avenue ; beginning 
at the westerly corner of Essex 
avenue with the number 1200, 
even numbers shall be applied to 
every 25 feet of frontage as far as 
Hansell road on the north side of 
Montgomery avenue ; beginning 
at a point opposite Hansell road 
with the number 1300, even num- 
bers shall be applied to every 25 
feet of frontage as far as Wynne- 
wood avenue. 

"The recent construction of 
business buildings between Haver- 
ford and Windsor avenues makes 
it necessary to provide for that 
block a more adequate system of 
house numbers. It is. therefore, 
the recommendation of your com- 
mittee that, beginning at Haver- 
ford avenue with the number 100 
on the west side and the number 
J 01 on the east side and continu- 
ing northerly to Windsor avenue, 
numbers shall be applied in alter- 
nate numerical sequence to every 
25 feet of frontage. 

"It is the recommendation of 
your committee that in order to 
put into effect the new system of 
numbers for Montgomery avenue 
and for the specified section of 
Narberth avenue, the present resi- 
dents on each of those streets should 
be notified by the Highway Com- 
mittee in writing that the change 
in numbers will become effective 
on November 1, and that, in ad- 
dition, similar notifications should 
be sent to the postmaster on the 
assumption that he will exercise 
the authority which the postal 
regulations give him in connec- 
tion with this matter. 

"During the past month, in re- 
sponse to requests from citizens, 
your committee has ordered school 
warning traffic signs, which when 
they are received will be erected 
on Windsor avenue to warn auto- 
mobilists of the kindergarten in 
the Community Building; on 
Forrest avenue in reference to the 
Parochial school and at the junc- 
tion of Sabine and North Narberth 
avenues in reference to the Public 
School. 

"During the month of Septem- 
ber, $95.75 was spent for materials 
used in connection with street 
maintenance and sewer work. The 
labor expenditure during Septem- 
ber amounted to $1078.00, divided 
as follows : 

For street cleaning, $481.04; for 
street maintenance, $72.36 ; for 
collecting 488 cubic yards of ashes, 
$356,12; for work in connection 
with the installation of the oil 
burner at the Community Build- 
ing, $27.00 ; for work on the play- 
ground, $27,30 ; for work on Mont- 
gomery avenue manholes, made 
necessary by the county work 
which is now proceeding on that 
street, $41.76 ; for work on clean- 
ing Narberth avenue storm sewer, 
and the installation of three man- 
holes in connection therewith, 
$72.36. 

"Three permits for depositing 
materials on the highway were 
issued during the past month and 
the fees therefrom amounted to 
$35.00. Six permits were issued 
for opening the public highway 
and the fees therefrom amounted 
to $118.00."

Mr. Oriswold read the agree- 
ment between the trustees of the 
defunct Y. M. C. A. and the bor- 
ough, by which the $35,000 build- 
ing was given to the town. He ex- 
plained that the Boy Scouts, Girl 
Scouts, Legion and Library were 
invited to use the structure be- 
cause the differed from other or- 
ganizations in that they were sup- 
ported by public contributions, 
not dues. 

It was brought out that several 
months ago, when the desires of 
several organizations to use the 
building became known, a move- 
ment was started to combine the 
Legion with its Auxiliary into the 
same room as the Girl Scouts. It 
was stated that the Legion and 
Auxiliary were willing to make 
the move, but that Mrs. Ruth H. 
Nash, leader of the Girl Scouts, 
and one member of the Y. M. 
C. A. trustees balked at the plan. 

The Legion then turned their 
room over to the School Board to 
house the new kindergarten dur- 
ing school hours, but no conces- 
sions were made by the occupants 
of the west wing. As a result a 
number of the organizations seek- 
ing to meet in the community 
building during its unoccupied 
times have been turned down. 

It was Mrs. F. P. Dunlop, a 
worker at the Library, who made 
the charges of noise against the 
scouts. "Often we cannot work 
in the Library," she said, "because 
of the rowdyism, the shouting, 
throwing of water from the win- 
dows, and other noise."
